Kept that way by a 
watchful, but low-profile police 
department, which is nevertheless 
ever mindful of the foibles and 
diversions of human nature. 

Currently the Placentia Police 
Department is concerned over the 
high incidence of burglaries. Many 
of them committed by juveniles... 
more than. half. And = many 
perpetrated in broad daylight. 

The department and _ diligent 
volunteers from the Placentia Junior 


Round Table are now conducting a 


house-to-house program to talk us 
into helping ourselves. They have 
instruments that will put identifica- 
tion numbers on all our valuables, so 
that if anything is stolen and 
recovered, it can be properly 
returned to the victim. 

That is one deterrent to crime. 

Another is for all of us to be more 
conscientious in our habits. It may 
be easier to leave a garage full of 
valuables unlocked. And quicker to 
allow keys to remain in a car’s 
ignition, where they are easy to find. 

Until, of course, the valuables and 
the car are stolen. Then it’s a lot 
more trouble and some youngster 
may have been tempted by what 
might appear to him to be our casual 
unconcern for the security of our 
wordly possessions. 

What does our police protection 
cost us? Too much to be casual about 
it. In next year’s budget for the city 
of Placentia, the Chief of Police will 
be seeking four more officers. 

What does an officer cost? 
$18,000 a year in salary and fringe 
benefits. That does not include 
overtime...nor support...nor  uni- 
forms...nor patrol car nor gasoline to 
keep it moving around. 

Whether that is a proper price is 
outside the argument here. This is 
what it is costing us right now. 

Any carelessness we practice can 
only add to the figure. 

An acceptable level of crime 
would scarcely be one that touches 
us personally nor the lives of anyone 
we know and love. To avoid that 


unacceptable level, it may behoove 


us to be ever more watchful, careful 
and prudent. 

Our diligence and concientious- 
ness can be rewarding. The crime 
we save could be our own.

City Wins Disagreement 


An opinion favorabie to the city of 
Placentia, concerning acreage north 
of Imperial Highway and west of 
Rose Drive, has been handed down 
by the Superior Court of Santa Ana. 

The court hearing concerned a 
disagreement between the city of 
Placentia and Fredricks Develop- 
ment Corporation of Anaheim, over 
permission to build high density 
apartments on an 18-acre parcel. 

Plans for the 268-unit, 25-units-to- 
the-acre development were at one 
time underway before it was realized 
that the project was planned for a 
special Planned Unit Development 
zone, which city council members 
contended had been specified to 
lower the density. 

The differences of opinion ended 
in the courts where Superior Court 


Judge Claude Owens found in favor 
of the city, Placentia City Attorney 
Charles Post III reported this week. 

Fredricks had petitioned the court 
to order Placentia to issue a building 
permit for the high density 
development which would have 
been immediately adjacent to homes 
in Placentia on rural acreages. The 
petition was denied, Post explained. 

The contention in the issue was 
whether the PUD zoning forced a 
lower density or left it optional to the 
builder to permit the higher density 
development. 

Zoning on the property now is 
Residential-Agricultural, since 
changed by the present city council. 
Post said that the recent changes 
were not considered as germane in 
the case.

Homeowners Lose 
Brea-Union Oil Suit 


A legal action brought in Superior 
Court by members of the Placentia 
Golden Homeowners Association 
against the city of Brea, Moreland 
Development Company and Union 
Oil Company, has been decided in 
favor of the defendants, it was 
announced last week. 

The homeowners group has not 
indicated whether they will appeal 
the decision to the Appellate Court. 

The controversy originally arose 
over the placing of a large industrial 
tract in Brea immediately in back of 
the $70,000 Placentia homes. The 
homeowners, who are in the city of 
Placentia protested the site 
development plans which allowed a 
20 foot buffer between the two 


divergent zonings. 

Moreland Development Com- 
pany, developers of the 83-acre 
property, is a subsidiary of the 
Union Oil Company. 

At the first hearings in Brea on the 
industrial tract development, More- 
land had sought permission to use 
the homeowners block walls to avoid 
having to build similar abutments. 
The 20 foot buffer was added later. 

Decisions in the case have not as 
yet been forwarded to the plaintiffs 
so reasons for the determination by 
the court are still not known, the 
homeowners report. 

The area in conflict is north of 
Golden Avenue, between Kraemer 
Boulevard and Valencia Avenue.

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New Tool Is A Life Saver 


The pretty blond woman 
completely trapped in her 
badly wrecked car with a 
child and dog, was too hurt 
and frightened to be of 
much assistance to her 
rescuers. 

What extricated her from 
the wreckage and saved her 
life was a 65-pound 
contraption hooked up to a 
five horse-power marine 
motor and hydraulic fluid. 

The tool has been 
nicknamed Jaws of Life and 
it can move the steel in a car 
about like wax. 

The accident involving 
the pretty blond mother 
took place in Brea but the 
Jaws of Life are now a part 
of standard equipment at 
Fire Station No. 34 in 
Placentia. 

Demonstrations were in 
progress this past week, 
showing firemen how to use 
the contraption, which can 
exert 10,000 pounds of 
pressure per square inch. 
Tops fly off of cars, door 
posts break, steering 
wheels snap and seats pop 
up when the tool’s shatter- 
ing power is applied. 

Simple to use, the tool 
can be handled by one man, 
while another stands by for 
safety reasons, principally 
to guard against flying 
metal. The tool contains five 
tons of power and can be a 
lifesaver if available at the 
right time and place. 

In the picture are 
Firefighter Tom O’Keefe 
and Tom Targer from the 
Hurst Company, manufac- 
turers of the instrument.
